And if 1 might 
have my own liberty , 1 ſhould be in- 
clined to follow bis example; for 
though perhaps it would be the ſlower 
way, andthe boy that takes it wonld 
« long while write very indiff erent 
Latin (and yet perhaps as good as he 
can write Engliſh) mevertheleſs in 
time be would arrive at a more per- 
fe@ and free uſe of the Latiu Tongue, 
and be more ready at the expre 
of any thing that be thinks, than 
any Tranſcriber of a phraſe book can, 
I ſpeak this ſomewhat upon my own 
experience; Qace I remewber, 1 
had two Boys together of equal 
age and parts z the one as ſoon as he 
had any Argument given him, pre- 
ſently went to his Phraſe-book,and 
ſrarched aut what he could fad for 
his purpoſe , and then fate down

The other fet himſelf a rhinkiog, 
and for words he took not much. 
care; I had the beſt he had ready, 
and further he concern'd not him- 
ſelf, Fora long while the Phraſe- 
hunter carried the Reputation ,and 
the other was rebuked for his bald 
Latin,but to little purpoſe,no other 
Phraſe- book would he conſult than 
what he carried in his head ; for 
thoſe he had read, if they came in 
his way he would take thew,it they 
did not,he would never caſt about 
either to find them our, orto fetch 
them io. Thus they weut oo for 
ſome years togather, till at Jeogth 
the advantage'appeared on the 0- 
ther {fide : For he that had all his

For the framing of Themes, 1 have 
given ſome Methodical examples ac- 
cording to the direFions ET 
by others, which ſurely were deſigned 
by the firſt Preſcribers for more ma- 
tare years and better initrutted judg- 
ments, than boys at School uſually ar- 
rive at ; for of the many thit have 
paſſed through my hands, I could ne- 
ver get above one or two, andihoſe o 
very extraordinary diſcerning parts, 
to obſerve them : And indeed it ſeems 


ſomewhat an unreaſonable thing, that

Nevertheleſs I have attempted to 
how that way of making Themes _—- 
be praficed,that ather:, if they pleaſe, 
may try it, and when they have found 
how fruitleſs it is, mayyf they pleaſe, 
let it alone. If I cam ſee at anytime a 
youth ſpeak, but any thing to the pur- 
poſe, and follow but any kind of clue 
im bis diſcourſe, though it be but in or. 
dinary p1ſſable Latin, | ſet a mark of 
difference upon bim , and think him 
worthy of great commendation. There 
are ſome that, beſides this, call for a 
ſtyle, 4 Ciceronian ſtyle, and 
upon occaſion can give ſome diredi- 
ons how boys may be taught this lame 
ſtyle. The good men 7 bope mean well, 
and deſire only that boys, to their ut» 
woſt capacity, ſhould be improved at 
School: And don't intend thereby to 
put am impoſſeble 121k upen tbe Maſter, 
that they may be ſure to bave ſomerking 
to accuſe him of when they pleaſe. And 
yet ſuch ir the teaching a young Lad a 
Ciceronian ſtyle, « poor ignorant 
School-

School- boy to talk like the moſt elo- 
quent Philofopher and States-man 
that ever wes.Canld any body but ſhew 
a boy,how he ſhould go to work to graſp 
as much ſenſe in bis mind together, as 
Cicero did. po{ſably he might be taught 
to crowd a1 manly words into a period 
too. But alas ! the minds of Children 
are dark and narrow, they ſee very few 
things at once, and thoſe conſuſedly, 
and without dependance of one ano- 
ther ; their conceptions are ſhort, im» 
perfeF and imterrupted, andſo of ne- 
ceſſuty mii their language be, if it be 
natural and their own. They may per- 
haps learn ſ+ much of Cicero's (tyle, 
if they be minded to ous toplace 
the AdjeGive after the Subſtantive, 
amd make the verbin a an , liks 
the Lientenant at the heels of a Regi-* 
ment, to bring up the reer. But then if 
they ſhonld do ſo alwaies, they would 
zot imitate Cice rog for be ſometimes 
does the contrary. However thus far, 
and in ſome little inſtances beſides, 
which 
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which might be mentioned, it is mot | 
amiſs to adviſe them to leave the uſual 
way of placing words as they do tn 
Engliſh, which they are too apt to fob 
low, becauſe ſo far they will be able to 
underſiand your advice. But whoſo 
troubles himſelf further in giving di- 
re@ions to bir Scholars for the ranking 
their words all in Ciceronian figure, 
and will not be pleaſed with their Ex- 
erciſes unleſs every period runs round» 
ly, and to the tune of Tandem ali- 
quando Quirites,7 a fr aid, for the 
moſt part takes a great deal of pains to 

very little purpoſe. 1 ſpeak mot this al- 
together by gueſs ; 1 have ſometimes 
/eem ſome boys, Tſuppoſe, that had oft 
been direded bow to place their 
words, employed to make a piece of 

Latin.The Engliſh that lay before them 
was very taſte , and yet they made no 
dijpatch at all, | wondered in my beart 
what they were 4 doing all the while, 
and I perceived at length » that the 
poor boys had got the words in their 
pens 
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| pen,and were all that while weighing and 


conſidering with themſelves where to ſes 
them : and 1 believe, in regard they had 
nothing to direG them,but chance,or that 
which was axon 3 , their own wun- 
infiruGed fancies, the more they conſide- 
red the __ did ; for ir Aon no 
way anſwering the time thryſpemt, or the 
pains they were at, they brought forth as 
length the tranſlation they were about, 
with the words placed ſo wnluckily , and 
in [neb a perplexed diſorder and confuſi- 
on, that a man might as ſoon get the let- 


gical or unlocking wor 
their ſhackled phraſes, and 
ach an order , pg avight ſigmific 
the Reader, what they intended they 
ſhon'd. But what them, muſt boys be let a- 
lome to place their Latin word: juſt ſo as 
they uſe to do in Engliſh ? Not altogether ; 
but I am afraid for the moſt part they 
muſt. For excepting only- in (ome little 
mſtances which I have touched on before, 
al
